Johnson Shoe company announced 
this week a 10 per cent wage re- 
duction for all executives and sal- 
aried employes. The chairman of 
the shoe company attributed the 
reduction to the collapse of the 
NRA and the resulting competition 


in the shoe manufacturing busi- 
ness. 
The company however did not 


reduce’ its 18,500 non-salaried em- 
ployes. “We're for the underdog” 
t®e chairman of the company said, 
“and we beli¢ve iit retrenchment 
first Where it won’t hurt so much.” 

The chairman also stated the

Repeal Criminal Syndicalism Law, 


S THE KEY TO RECOVERY 


Hours Lengthening After Abolition 
OF NRA Cost Workers 839,000 Jobs 


Survey Submitted by Green to Roosevelt Shows that 
| Supreme Court’s Edict Killing Recovery Act Also 
Resulted in Wage Cutting and Speed-up System 


Following the decision of the United States supreme 
court holding the national industrial recovery act uncon- 
stitutional, American employers lengthened hours of 
work so drastically that 839,123 workers have been de- 
prived of possible employment, according to a report sub- 
mitted by William Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, to President Roosevelt. 

The data constituted the final report of a survey by 
the A. F. of L. which Mr. Green said showed that hours 
of labor had been lengthened to such an extent that “35,- 
247,473 man-hours were added weekly in excess of the 
maximum working hours prescribed by the NRA codes.”’

‘ BUILDING TRADES COUNCIL - 
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William Green, President of the American Federation 
of Labor, issued the following statement to correct the 
misunderstandings prevalent regarding the attitude of the 
American Federation of Labor to craft and industrial 
union: 

The public mind has become greatly confused over 
the issue which has developed between the American 
Federation of Labor and the committee for 
organization. It has been alleged that the fight is based 
upon the question of industrial versus craft unionism, and 
that the president of the American Federation of Labor 


rigidly stands for the exclusive application of the craft | 


union plan, while the chairman of the committee for in- 


dustrial organization stands for the exclusive application | 


of the industrial plan of organization. 

This impression is wrong. The facts are, the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor has applied and will continue 
to apply both the industrial and craft union form of or- 
ganization in all its organizing activities. It fully recog- 
nizes that while industrial processes have changed, hu- 
man nature remains the same. Skilled workers are no 
different now than they were before the advent of mass 
production and the establishment of mass production 


industries. They still wish to utilize their skill and train- | 


ing, and as the key men use their acquired skill, genius 
and training to secure for themselves the highest wage 
possible. It is this human equation which must be taken 
into account in the application of either the vertical or 
horizontal plan of organization. If the American Federa- 
tion of Labor would follow any other plan it would ignore 
both the facts arid the realities of life. 


In order that the issue which seems to have confused | 
the public mind may be made clear and understandable, | 
I assert in behalf of the American Federation of Labor | 
that its policy is to favor and apply both the craft and | 


industrial form of unionism in all its organizing activities 
as each peculiar situation may require and as circum- 
stances will permit. 

The so-called industrial union issue which has been so | 
strongly emphasized by the representatives of the com- | 
mittee for industrial organization in the steel organizing | 
campaign, falls flat under the keen, penetrating light of | 
analyzed facts. What are these facts? They warrant 
careful examination. | 


It is loudly proclaimed that in the steel campaign | 
just launched by the committee for industrial organiza- | 
tion that all employes of the steel corporations must 
belong to the one union, big or little. The represent- 
atives of the committee for industrial organization an-_ 
nounce that all machinists, electricians, building trades | 
mechanics, railway employes such as engineers, firemen, 
and brakemen employed on branch lines owned by these 
steel corporations, and other miscellaneous workers, must | 
if they become organized be turned over to the amalga- 
mated association of iron, steel and tin workers. How- 
ever, none of these representatives will agree to turn. 
over the coal miners and coke workers (over whom the | 
United Mine Workers have been given jurisdiction by 
the American Federation of Labor) employed by the 
United States Steel corporation, the Jones and Laughlin 
Steel company, the Bethlehem Steel corporation and 
other steel companies, even though said workers may be 
key men, to the one big union. Neither will the mine, | 
mill and smelter workers international union agree to | 
turn over the ore miners, (over whom they have been | 
given jurisdiction by the American Federation of Labor) | 
employed by the steel corporations in Alabama, upon 
the Mesaba Range in northern Michigan and in other ore 
producing plants, even though they may be key men, 
to the one big union. Neither would the international 
typographical union agree, if they found the steel cor- | 
porations were operating printing plants and employing | 
printers, to turn over these workers (over whom they 
have been given jurisdiction by the American Federa- | 
tion of Labor) to the one big union. 

The situation, therefore, presents itself about as fol- 
lows: 

Representatives of the organizations affliated with | 
the committee for industrial organization are willing, in | 
fact they urgently demand that those workers employed | 
in steel whom they have not and could not have, be | 
turned over to the one big union; but those workers | 
they have, who come under their own jurisdiction even | 
though employed by the steel corporations,—never!

Unemployed Army 
Numbers 11,259,000 


More Than 5,000,000 Sup- 
ported by Govern- 
ment Funds 


Despite the onward march of in- 
dustrial recovery, there are still 
over 11,000,000 working #en and 
women trapped in the unemployed 
army with little hope of jobs and 
wages, according to the monthly 
report on unemployment by Pres!- 
dent William Green of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. 


The depressing picture of the sit- 


uation is emphasized by the fact 
that over 5,000,000 persons are 
compelled to rely on government 


funds for support. 

In addition, employers generally 
are using various methods to 
squeeze a larger amount of pro- 
duction from the workers without 
in¢greasing their wages proportion- 
ately. 

“With business activity only 5.7 
per cent below normal in May, by 
the Analist index, 11,259,000 men 
and women were still without nor- 
mal work in industry, trade or 
agricultural,” Mr. Green said. 

“It is significant that, while em- 
ployment gains this spring have 
created at least temporary jobs for 
1,585,000 since January, these gains 
fall far short of the employment 
necessary to create jobs for all. At 
the present rate of reemployment, 
industrial activity will have to rise 
|far beyond 1929 levels to put the 
unemployed to work. This will re- 
quire a higher level of workers’ 
| buying power than any previously 
| achieved.

Reduction of Child 
Labor Under NRA 


Miss Lenroot Says Young 


Workers in 1932 Were 
Poorly Paid 


The revolutionary extent to 
which the codes of fair practice 
established under the national in- 


dustrial recovery act, declared un- 
constitutional by the supreme 
court, reduced the number of chil- 
dren chained to the wheels of in- 
dustry and commerce, was pointed 
out with statistical emphasis by 
Miss Katherine L. Lenroot, chief 
of the children’s bureau of the 
United States department of labor, 
in an address before the 1935 con- 
vention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 


Miss Lenroot stressed the urg- 
ency of the movement in the pre- 
code period for the protection of 


children against the disastrous ef- 
fects of exploitation in 
and trade by citing the low wages 
and long hours imposed on young 
workers by Pennsylvania employ- 
ers, in whose establishments the 
pay was frequently driven down to 


the starvation point of $1.50 per 
week. 

“In 1932, when we reached the 
lowest point of the depression so 


far as employment was concerned,” 
Miss Lenroot said, “it became evi- 
dent that even in the face of this 
vast amount of unemployment in 
this country, little children were 
being kept at work for long hours 
at pitifully low wages, and that in 
some places the employment of 
increasing. 

“These facts were placed upon 
the front pages of our newspapers 
by the occurrence of the so-called 
children’s strikes in Pennsylvania.

SOCIAL SECURITY PLAN 
PRAISED BY MORRISON 


A. F. of L. Secretary Tells 
Glass Workers F. D. Is 


Protector of the Masses 


High praise for the prin- 
ciples of the federal social 
security act and for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's enthusias- 


tic sponsorship of the meas- 
ure was expressed by Frank Mor- 
rison, secretary-treasurer of the 
American Federation of Labor, in 
an address before the convention 
of the American flint glass work- 
ers’ union at Newark, Ohio. 

“One of the conditions that I am 
very thankful for, and I know that 


you are,” Mr. Morrison said, ‘is 
the fact that the United States 
government, headed by a cour- 
ageous’ president, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, is carrying into effect 
the supreme task of taking care 
of the unemployed and penniless 
men, women and children of the 


United States.” 

Turning to the various beneficial 
provisions of the security act, Mr. 
Morrison continued: 

Protection for Millions 

“Millions of workers will have 
protection cages the suffering 
imposed by lang periods of lack of 
work when the unemployed section 
of the social security act swings 
into full operation. The act estab- 
lishes, in conjunction with the 


| States, a system of unemployment 
| insurance 


for 
and financial 
mothers and children. The 
does not establish direct fed- 
eral unemployment compensation 
for the jobless. It authorizes the 
government to levy a tax on pay- 
rolls of all employers of eight or 
persons within 20 weeks of 
The act does not cover 
agricultural labor or domestic serv- 
ice in a private home. 

“The annual payroll tax is fixed 


and compensation 
the aged and infirm, 
aid for 
act 


at one per cent of wages paid in 
1936, two per cent in 1937, and 
three per cent thereafter. It is 
estimated that about twenty-six 


million persons will be covered by 
the tax. No tax is levied on em- 
ployes. 

“Unemployment insurance is not 
paid to jobless workers directly by 
the federal government, but. the 
fund resulting from the tax levied 
on employers. is allocated to states 
which have established state un- 
employment insurance plans in ac- 
coraance with conditions set forth 
in the law and administered by the 
social security board which the art 
creates. 

Old-Age Pensions 

“Under the social sec urity law 

the government subsidizes state old 


age pension plans, $49,000,400 the 
first year. The government does 
not pay the old-age pensions di- 


dectly to the receipients. The states 
are required to establish their own 
pension systems under conditions

the small number of jobs that was 
available was reviewed. 


“Reports from Pennsylvania, 
from official investigations of the 
state department of labor and in- 
dustries, showed, for example, over 
800 children under 16 years of age 
in 153 plants employing 20,000 
workers. In some of -.those plants 


as many as one-fourth of the em- 
ployes were children under the age 
of 16 vears. Most of these children 
were working 51 hours per week, 
or nearly that, allowed by state 
legislation at that time. 
“Seventy-five per cent of these 
children earned less than $5.00 a 
week and more than one-fourth of 
them earned less than $2.00 a week. 
Individual instances were cited, for 


instance, of a 14-year-old girl, the 
only wage earner in a family of 
five, earning $1.75 per week in a 
clothing factory, and two girls, sis- 
ters, aged 16 and 14 years, the only 
employes in a family of eight, one 


»4.00 and the other 
in a shirt factory. 
Child Labor Provisions 
conference Miss Per- 
kins, then the industrial commis- 
sioner of New York state, called 
attention to the facet that jobs then 
available to children were jobs that 
had very little value to the chil- 
dren either in training opportuni- 
ties or financial remuneration. 

“It was to combat these condi- 
tions that the child labor provisions 
of the code were adopted, effecting 
such a quick and notable change 
for child labor standards in this 
country, virtually eliminating from 
industry and trade the labor of 
children under 16 years of age. So 
that as compared with 50,000 em- 
ployment certificates in 18 states 
and 69 cities reported to the chil- 
dren's bureau in 1932, only 13,900 
were issued in 1934, or a reduction 
of 72 per cent. 

“At the same time that there was 
this decrease in the child workers 
of 14 and i6 years of age at a time 


of them earning 

$1.50 per week

when general factory employment 
was rising there was an increase 
in the employment of 16 and 17- 
year-old children, showing that 
there was a shift and a tendency 
to replace the younger workers by 


the older ones. 
Improvement in State Laws 
“The conditions of the codes re- 
lating to employment in hazardous 
occupations safeguarded probably 


at least 50,000 16 and 17-year-old 
children from employments. that 
were especially hazardous to them. 

“These changes were made with- 


out serious disturbance to industry, 
without swamping the schools with 
burdens which they could not pro- 
vide for and without interfering 
with the sacred rights of the home 
or decreasing the tendency of the 
states to themselves enact protec-
